topic and not as real he4> for Paldstan." 

Last week Paldstan foiinally rejected Pres- 
ident Caitei's.offer of $ 200 millioD in aid to 
help the south A^n nation in die. face of 
, Soviet moves in neighboring Afghanistan. 

Zia had said publicly that die <^er was too 
little in light of Pakistan’s mSitaxy needs, and 
termed the figure “peanuts." 

“ What do I get out of this " Zia said of the 
$200 million package? “What do I buy vtnth 
it? the hostility of the Soviet Umon, and that 
doesn't snit me." 

Der Spinel quoted Zia assaying the United 
States ^ould renew the bilateral military aid 
agr^ment of 1959 if it is truly concerned 
about Pakistan's security. 

Zia. said his government would do nothing 
to provoke a Soviet attack, but that it would 
continue to provide “h umanitarian aid" to 
Afghan refugees fleeing the pro-Soviet 
regime in Kabul. 


Afghan freedom fighters cut 
key road to Khyber Pass 


KABUL, March 9 (AP) — Freedom 
fighter leaders'daimed their forces have cap- 
tured “a large segment" of the main bi^way 
between the Afghan capita] of Kabul and 
Forkham, the frontier post by the Khyber 
Pass leading into Pakistan. 

Fbe Muslims said, in a statement issued 
Saturday is Islamabad, Pakistan, that they 
have set up checkposts along die ^proxi- 
mately llO-mOe stretdi. So^et jets, they 
said, were fiying bombing runs in lOmar pro- 
vince, near the border, and “heavy fighting" 
was continued. 

A Palustani news agency, Paldstan Press 
Inicmational, said daily bus service between 
Peshawar, about 20 miles inside Pakistan, 
and Kabul had been suspended as Afghanis- 
tan government forces intensified their 
attaclu along the highway in an effort to take 
control of it. 

Fifteen members of a single 
Afghan family were killed in one bombing 
attack, the news agency said. 

Hte Muslims also claimed an Afghan ariQy 
jdatqpn commander kiBtsd his supretor 
nffifi^, then deserted tc the vludim side ’vritii 
nine of his troops. They brou^t with them a 
machine gun, two sub- machine guns, four 
rifles and a large quantity of ammunition, the 
statement said. * 

Soviet troops, backed by jet fighters and 
tanks, reportedly inftiaed heavy casualties in 
Kooar province, sightly to the north of the 
area where the musfims now diam to be inak- 
ing gains. 

Diplomas in Pakistan speculated the 
stcf^d-iq) Soviet attacks were the start of a 
spring offensive against the Mnsltms, and on 
Friday, the Soviet Union was apparently 
gearing up for a new offensive with a massive 
airlift and road caravan of supplies to hs 
troops. The' Afghanistan government also 


is^d a new draft callnp to fill vacandes in is 
own weakened army. 

Radio Kabul said in a broadcast monitored 
in New' dellii, India that five trucks loaded 
with U.S. and Chinese automatic weapons 
were seized last monto in Afghanistan’s Kan- 
dahar province, about 300 nules southwest of 
Kabul. It said airesS were made, but pro- 
vided no details. 

The Kabul r^me, meanwhile, handed 
over to Tehran authorities four Iranians 
jailed by the government of executed Presi- 
dent HafizuUah Amin, Tass news agenQ' 
reported'Sunday. 

Quoting a government statement, Tass 
said tile move was made “in view of the indis- 
soluble relations between Afgbaoistai} and 
Iran," but it gave no further details. 

' Since it took power in a coup on Dec. 27, 
the Kabul government has made several 
overtures to neighboring Iran.

manded the strongest militia during the 
1 975-76 Lebanese dvil war. 

His abduction, Fdi. 13, was part erfa war of 
vendetta between the Phidange Party militia 
and the .vfarada (Giants) brigade of former 
Prerident Suleiinan Franjieh. 

Franjieh accused Phalange gunmen of 
murdering his son, Tony, bis dau^ter in-iaw 
and granddaughter along with 30 aids in June 
.1978. 


The l8-montb-old daughter trf Phalange 
milkia commander, Bashir Gcinayel, was kil- 
led in a bomb blast last mouth, and Phalan- 
gists inqilicated Franjieh's men. 

The blast and Rizk's abduction set in 
motion the swap of prisoners, Iddnapped last 
October, by the two sides. 

Twelve Phalangists were released by Fran- 
jieh and seven Maradas by the Phalange last 
week. An unknown number of other prison- 
ers were yet to be freed by the two parties. 

“1 come out of captivity more convinced 
that Lebanon needs now, more than ever 
before, to achieve national reconciliation," 
Rizk said in a radio statemenL “1 wfll spare 
no effort to bring all factions together and end 
Lebanon's endless nightmare."

" Shamir, who heads an tnforinal poup of 
I assodatesof Prime Minister MenafaemBegin 
i who distrust Egyptian-lsraeli peace, will be 
I formally appointed after a spedal cabinet 
■ twitfin g Monday and tqiproval by the Israeli 
^ Knesset, or pari'iaoicnt. Both steps are seen 


as a formality, recfuired by Israeli law. 

A cabinet communique said Begin had 
offered the post to Shamir in a private meet- 
ing before the cabinet sesrion. Shamir must 
reagn hU post as speaker of the Knesset 
before being appointed. 

Shamir, 65, immigrated from Poland to 
Palestine, where he rose to leadership of an 
underground group that used terror tactics to 
drive out the British mandatory rulers. A 
long-time associate of Bern's, Shamir was 


elected to the Knesset in 1965, and was 
appointed ^leaker when Begin became 
Prime \finister in 1977. 

Shamir is the senior parliamentarian of a 
group (rf Begin's Likud party \Mio t^pose 
Israeli reliance on peace with Egypt He abs- 
tained in the Knesset vote to ratify the peace 
treaty. Some Israeli analysts predict that 
Shamifs appointment wiU strengthen the 
hawks in die government. 

Shamil's appenntment was expected. He 


was named as Begin’s choice following the 
resignation of Moshe Dayan from the post 
last October. Be^n has served as acting fore- 
ign minister since Dayan's resignation.

' MECCA, .March 9 (SPA) - tCing 
Ivhaled Saturday reaffirmed that 
Jerusalem is the prime cause for Muslims 
and Arabs and its occupadon is a ‘‘deep 
wound bleeding in our hearts.” 

The ICic^ said in a message, delivered 
on his behalf by .^nister of Pilgrimage 
and Endowments Sheikh Abdul Wahfaab 
Abdul Wasea at the opening of the second 
Islamic Endowments Ministers' confer- 
ence here Saturday, that Jerusalem was 
Arab land since the da wn of history. ** We 
are determined to restore it ” he said, but 
added that this aim could be achieved only 
through patience, sound planning, strug- 
gle and die streamlining ranks, 
j The monarch went on. “We have now 
I been successful in winning many states of 
the world and their moderate leaders in 
favor of our cause”. He added that they 
felt sympathetic toward “our just 
demand^' . 

King iChaled urged the Islaimc nation to 
keep the issue of Jerusalem alive in their 
cousdenoe, and hoped that the hour of 
victory wc^d strike soon to regam 
Jerusalem. He said, “ Our mission takes its 
roots from the message of King Abdul 
Am. which was carried forward by the 
drampion of Islamic solidarity. King 
Faisal, who had a keen desire to pray at 
the Aqsa Mosque in Jerusalem.” He reit- 
-erated that “ we are mardiing on the same 
trade and we shall never lose Jerusalem 
and PaJestine”. 

The mcmarcb referred to the present 
sufferings and ordeals of the Islamic 


nation as a result of its disunity and weak- 
ness, and said these could bie overcome 
only through a serious study of thdr 
causes and not by aspirations or words. 

He stressed Islamic and Arab unity and 
cooperation andsaid “asanislamicoatioo 
we roust understand tiiat we are an infe- 
cted body strong in its economy, ridi in 
its resources and multiple in its men*' . He

In opening address Boucetta ^ke of 
the important role of the fund in aiding the 
struggle of the Palestinian people. He said 
that the Fund was the tool for implenenting 
fWiri nns of the Jerusalem Committee. It 
finanpfis projects in the frameworit of Islamic 
action mmed at countering judaization 
s^emes. 

Boucetta said the noble aim for n4iidi all 
Muslims strive is the liberation the Holy 
City of Jerusalem from the shackles of Zion- 
ism and its lebim to die Arab and Islamic 
fold. 

Taking die floor next. OIC Secretary Gen- 
eral Habib Chatty thanked the Kingdom of 
Morocco led by King Hassan for all those 
efforts aimed at resuming Jerusalem and for 
hosting the conference. 

He pointed out the dangers surrounding 
the Palestinian problem at present and espe- 
cially Jerusalem, as Israel hastens to carry ont 
its' designs in die occupied territories every 
time the Palestinian case makes any progress 
worldwide. 

The Jerusalem Committee was set up on 


July 12. 1975 by a de^oo the Sixth 
Islamic Foreign Ministen Conference held in 
Jeddahjttly 12p1S. 1975. 

Tbe Committee's task is to fdlow up the 
implementation of OIC resolutions on 
Jernsalem and to foDow up tiiose of other 
international organizations supporting the 
conferences stand or conforming to it Italso 
•holds contacts vrith any other organizations 
•and proposes to member states suitable 
measures for such dedrions. It can adopt 
whatever measures to meet new develof^ 
ments. 

Members of the committee are elected for 
a three year, renewable term. It submits its 
annual report to tbe Islamic Conference of 
Foreign Atinisters through the Islamic Seo- 
fetariat here. 

The oommittee strives to preserve the state 
of Jerusalem and safeguard its Islamic nature 
and the rights of divine religions there. It 
considers Jerusalem as an integral part of the 
usurped Palestinian homeland. 

The Jerusalem Fund was establiriied by a 
resolution the Seven± IsJamic Foreign 
iNfloisters Conference held in Istanbul, May 
12-14 1976. Its governing body is made up of 
five members elected by the Jerusalem com- 
mittee. The term of office of four of the 
members is two years, renewable; the mem- 
bership of tfaeffidi (the PLO) is permanent. It 
submitsareport to the Jerusalem Commictee 
every six months. The Fund is financed 
through voluntary contributions. 

Its objectives are to reast the poli^ of 
Judaization of Jerusalem practice by the 
Israeli occupational authorities; and to aug- 
ment the resistance of the Phlesiiaiair people 

in Jerusalem and ocenpied Palestine.

>^enever we get annoyed over the state of 
public utilities like water, electridt}', tele- 
phone, road, sdiools and dinics, we wonder 
whether ft is desirable to go on pending huge 
amounts of money for sudi rotten service. 
But perii^ the problem lies not in the high 
oust but in die way the money is spent. We 
allocate the entire amount in one lot at the 
start of a project, but what actually happens is 
diat the company winning a contract for, say, 
SR20 million, passes it on to another firm 
that says it can do the job for just SRIS 
million. This company, in its turn, gives the 
contract to still another contractor who wants 
only SRIO million. 

Under the drcumsiances, the project's 
actual cost turns out to be only $R1Q million 
or even less. In the end the standard of work 
also does not correspond to the level of the 


actual cost involved. 

While 2 don't object to adventurers pro^ 
ing in bidding markets, I think eoatneteh 
should adhere to the spedfieations set forft 
at the time of letting the project. How can «e 
allow a contract to pass throu^ th^ three 
stages to the deteriment of the project itself 
Cbntractois are profitting widimit perfonfr 
ing actual labor. We are handling utility cdd> 
tracts like real estate transactions. 

I cannot, however, expect the Conod] ti 
Ministers to police work on a water projeciin 
a small locality or at a govemmem work she. 
The matter concerns the local autbaritis, 
and they are supposed to watdi contractois to 
ensure that they are honoring their conuoit. 
ments. 

In tile absence of such vigilance, we did 
continue to see projects fall apart two or 
three years after completion. We are birildiBc 
for our future. We must be rare we get^ 
money's w*onh.

In a speech Saturday at a rally marking the 
17tlv anniversary of the 1963 revolution 
which brought the Arab Baath Sodajist ParQr 
[o power. Assad said that Syria now had 
3.U00 tanks. 

“The October (1973) war was a turning 
point in the history ofour nation which left its 
impact on the world..." he said. One of the 
theories crjshed was that, of an invincible 
Israeli army. 

“ rbe war had removed illusions and intro- 
duce^ new conviction that would have led to 
important results but for Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat's deviation." Assad said, refer- 
ring to Egypt's peace treaty with Israel. 

“Sviia had posed a problem to the United 
States and imperialism, particularly since 
President Sadat's peace overtures to Israel. 

“It was an even bigger problem in the face 
of the “imperialist decision to liquidate the 
most sacred cause of this age" (the fight 
against Israel), he said. 

Referring to internal violenee. which the 
goN’crnmem has blamed on the banned 
extremist xluslim Brotherhood. Assad 
declared: “We are paying the price of our 
struggle against strategic and tactical aggres- 
sion..." 

He said subversive operations inside Syria 
followed the Camp David accords between 
Israel and Egypt and had occurred whenever 
Syria liffered with Sadat.

Security forces recently raided a Brother- 
hood hideout in Aleppo, killing eight per- 
sons. 

During his three-hour speech, Assad 
emphasized his .vluslim faith and warned the 
Brotherhood that the government could not 
be lenient with Idllers. 

In a reference to the Soviet Union, main 
supplier of weapons to Syria's 200.000- 
army, he said that the strengthening of 
friendly relations represented the wishes of 
the people, who reaJ^d the meaning of 
.Moscow's backing.

The “weakling '' groom decided he 
couldn't surMve with a guilty consdenoe 
and swallowed some pills in a futOe 
attempt to take his own life, the paper 
said. 

But the husband was rescued when his 
neighbors moved him to Saint Joseph 
' Hospital. 15 miles nonfa of Beirut. 

He survived to face the diaige of incit- 
ing his bride to commit suidde. Attorney 
Genera] .Maurice iGiozam said the hus- 
band was under arrest, “having confessed 
his guOt" 

KJiozam refused to disdose any further 
details.

A national oil company handles marketing, 
but Iraq would welcome a pan- Arab ooipora- 
tion that coordinates maricedng stratepes of 
all oil exporting countries in the Arab region, 
AbduMCarim said. 

OiL he said, is a “strate^c liquid" and 
Baghdad prefers to sell it under conditions 
conducive to the Arab world's political cause 
and needs of technical assistance and invest- 
ment opportunities. 

Abdul- Karim avoided a question about the 
“growing Soviet menace" to the oil-ridi Gulf 
r^on af^ the invasion of Afghanistan. 

“Iraq deals with each country strictly on 
commercial basis, and we insist on respecting 
the sovereignty of and avmding iatervention 
in other countries' affairs," he said.

‘The worst problem ever’ 

Plight of the Ogaden refugees

OGADEN, Mardh 9 (OFNS) — We flew 
in a OC-3 belonging to the Ethiopian Relief 
and Rehabilitation Gimmissioa (set up after 
the 1977-8 war with Somalia) and carrying 
supplies of flour for displaced people. 

llie unpressurized aircraft flew at m^-. 
imum height The West Somali Liberation 
Front is £aMy active in tiiis area, thou^ small 
in number, and shots can be taken at aircraft 
• We learned that to go long distances- by 
road — we went short ones, out of the air- 
ports — would be both slow and unsafe. 
Roads are often mined and ambushes occa- 
sionally occur (“Once in a blue moon", an 
Ethiopian officer said). Journeys by road in 
this area can take up to 10 times the normal 
time.' 

We had already visited a number of 
refugee camps in So malia and bad listened to 
refugees from the Ogaden ^Mio (as inter- 
preted) almost invari^ly told us how their 
villages bad been bnrned or dieir water-holes 
bombed or poisoned, by Ethiopians, Russian 
and Cuban troops. The Etiiiopianshotiy deny 
these stories and wanted us to see “what we 
are really doing." 

What we he^ — from the Eduopians — 
was that people who left these territories as a 
result of the Ogaden war in 1977 have been 
steadily com^ back. 

A commission officer told me that 


1 .070.000 people had left the region (includ- 
ing the Iflghland fringes) during the war in 
1 977. The highlanders — 470,000 of them — 
had now all returned, and so had 106,000 of 
the Lowlanders; 320,000 Lowlanders 
(Somalis) were still misting, many of them in 
the Som^ camps. 

The Ethiopians daim that, from the begin- 
ning of this year, people have been coming 
back in increasing numbers, averting about 

1.000 a day — which happens also to be the 
current estimated rate of entry into the 
refugee canq)s in Somalia. Certainly people 
are coming in, though at what rate we had no 
m eans cd knowing. 

The parched conditions now prevailing in 
the Og^en — foUowi^ the partial failure of 
the October rains — are inydling nomads to 
go where tiiey will be given food, irreq»ec- 
tive of the politics or etimidty of those who 
^e iL

EUROPE’S vl.E. INITIATIVE 

The growing conviction in Egypt regarding the ultimate 
failure of the talks with Israel over 'Palestinian autonomy is 
beginning to be echoed in the Eg> ptian press. Egyptian papers 
have been given the green light so far as it concenis attacks on 
Israel’s intansigcnce and expansionism, subjects which have 
been taboo up to now. President Sadat himself weighed 
Saturday with an interview with an American newspaper, in 
which he declared that he considers the official date for the 
expiry of the talks. .May 26. binding and final: that there will 
be no extensions. 

The rest of the' Arab governments arc hardly surprised. 
Their view when Sadat launched his initiative is by now vindi- 
cated: Israel aimed at nothing but the isolation of Egypt from 
the Arab world, so that it can carry on its annexationist designs 
on the West Bank unhindered. Tt hardly neod-^d the two years 
of Israeli prevarications and obstruciionism to demonstrate 
this — two years which cost the Arab, world dearly in bitter- 
ness and division. After the dramas of Sadat’s visit to 
Jerusalem and the Camp David lal.kc. thes’ fhc pe.ice ueaiy 
with Israel and the endless rounds of talk over Palestinian 
autonomy, Egypt finds itself back :n square one.

It was a relief to Sharett therefore to find 
that, despite the Lavon affair and tbe aJarmu^ 
irresponsibility of whidi he complained in those 
responsible for Israels security, Nasser was still 
prepared to opep negotiations. As be recorded in 
his diary. Sharett learned throng contacts with the 
CIA during February 1955 that 

‘ \,^ihe Cairo tn^ (qf Ae IsmeS sacra ageat^ 
notmAstmdii^i liasser is as ready to aieet us as 
bqfore. ne^iiudadre is now up to Israa. ’ ' 

At the 5ame time IsraeTs ambassador to 
'vSi'ashingtoo, Abba Eban, reported that 

‘ *Ae VS. is ready to sifft an agreement wiA us 
whereby finretumforaeomnutmentimofwpartnotto 
''rterd fmr borders by force, it wiU eamiidt itse^ to 
mmc cur asfisfunc^ if we are attacked. ’ ' 

For Sharett this is tempting; but as soon as the 
activists learn about it, the pressures on Sharett 
start to mount. For »4iat the activists are anxious 
above all to avoid is any oommitment, either to 
Eg>pt or to the United States, that will limit Istaefs 
freedom of action and deny it the opportunity — for 
which Ben Gurion and Dayan are constantly seek- 
ing — of further territorial expansion. Nothing, and 
certainly not Sharett. will be allowed to stand in the 
way of this. 

Sharett. in any case, has almost served the pur- 
pose for which he had been appointed: that of pro- 
viding 3 r^pcctable facade behind iiriudi the war 
party could pursue their aims without detection.

Sharett is still tecboically in charge, still prime 
minister, but his new minister of defease is showing 
little respect for his autborii^ the raid, already 
planned in meticulous detail, is to be carried out the 
very next day. Sharett, despite his misgjvings, gives 
; bis,. approval, infiuenced. partly by Beu Gurion's 
assucaritediitt ttfe'-Egyptian casualties are not likely 
•to be more then "about ten” and chat, if tbe Egyp- 
tians are c^liging enough to run away, *'tfaere may 
be no bloodshed at alT'. 

The Gaza raid — whidi was to mark a cnidal 
turning point in Israels relations with die Arab 
worid ■— duly took place on Feb. 28, 1955; but 
when the casualty figures revealed tbe true scale of 
the operation, Sharett realized that once ^ain be 
bad been deceived. As his diary entry for .Ntarcfa 1, 
shows, he was immediately aware that Ben Gurion 
and Dayan, vriiile keeping him in ignorance (and, 
indeed, deliberately misleading him), had taken a 
step whidi bad far-readiing implications for tbe 
future of his government and of Che country: 

* ‘I am ducked. The mciffher Egjqnian victims 
(39 Egyptiata had been kBUd and 30 wounded, 
indutSng a 7 year -old bey) alters not only Ae Amen • 
siom if Ae qpaadon butits very substance, making t 
Balde to cause grape pdkieal.. eom^icadons and 
dangers. * * 

Sharett finds that Ben Gurion has already audior- 
tzed the publication of a communique, dearly pre- 
pared in advance, which bears no retetion to the 
facts but gives: 

' *a false account aeeorAi^ to whidt mu of our 
Notts, qftser betug attacked indde our own territoiy, 
purntod Ac attadeers and eqgt^ged Asm in what 
devdopedintoabaide.Whoisgou^tob^eveus? ’ ' 

Faced with die familiar dilemma of whether or 
not to give vent to his indignation, but knowing that 
to denounce the culprits unU bring discredit on his 
own government and damage Israefs international 
rqnitatioD, Sharett hesitates for a moment before 
jraningip the decqption. But then he improves upon 
it, sending out to Israeli embassies abroad elaborate 
instructions (which he reproduces in his diary) to 
put to the foreign press a series of arguments i^ch 
he acknowledges to be false. When ±dr falsehood 
is exposed, be is indignant: 


* *Wken I dispateked Aese instructions / had no 
idea tf Ae drei^A Ae eridence rduh routes our 
q0lda/ vmion: Ae facts whidi have already been 
puUidaedabout Aehi^e amount (farms and erqdo • 
ssves W8 entolayed... Ae mining f Ae appro^ 
roads, Ae predsion tf Ae logfsdcsandcoon&nadon. 
Ww would be foolish enoufh to ttett'eve Aot such a 
complex epetadou could ' ^develop ’ ’ out f a 
routiru daA? * ' 

Among die arguments he tells the embassies to 
put to tbe foreign press is tbe argument that ind- 
dents tike the Gaza “batde" arise out of Israefs 
anxiety over the current moves to build an alliance 
(the Bagdad Pact) between the West and the Arab 
worid. Here Sharett is aware that he is on dangerous 
ground and the embassies are to be warned that 

* *The last argument needs very asr^il handling, 
in Ae sense that it Aould not be attribmed to as and 
must be coi{fided only to Ae most loyal commentators, 
who must be warned aot to let it appear Aat Adr 
itformauon comes from oar (israd^ sources. ’ ' 

Israel has' never experienced mudi difficulty in 
finding “loyal commentator^' in the international 
press who were ready to help in disseminating mis- 
leading accounts of events in the .Middle East. 
(Sharetf s diaries contain rqieated references show- 
ing die extent to which Israel relied on tius setret 
weapon to win tbe pre^ganda battle with the 
Arabs.) But what was important about die Gaza 
raid was not the fact that it could be misrepresented 
abroad as anotber instance of Israeli “retaliation" 
against a mythical Arab "aggiessioa*'. What was 
vitally important.was the effect the raid had on the 
prospects for some kind of accommodation -bet- 
ween Israel and its Arab neighbors, and particularly 
between Israel and Nasser's Egypt. 

In Sharett, Nasser believed that he had found a 
possible interlocutor. Even after the Lavon affair 
had exposed Israefs attempt to destabilize his 
regime and to discredit him in the eyes of tbe West, 
Nasser had signaled his belief (using die CIA as bis 
intermedia^) thatit waspossiblefor Egypt tocome 
to terms wi^ Israel. The Gaza raid convinced him 
diat he was mistaken. From it, and from the way it 
urns fflisrepFesented to the ontside world, Nasser 
deduced — correctly — that it was Ben Gurion and 
not Sharett who was calling the tune in Israel, and 
that Ben Curion's aim was not to make peace but on 
the contrary to provoke another con^ntation with 
the Arabs, in order to complete the conquest of 
Palestine whidi had been partially adiieved in 
1948. 

That diis second deduction was also correct is 
made very dear in Sbaretf s diaries and it explains 
the unwillingness of the Israelis (induding Sharett) 
to acc^t the offer whidi the Americans now 
renewed of a secusity pact with Israel. Tbe Ameri- 


cans. like the Egyptians, were very disturbed by the 
Gaza raid. They saw it, coming as it did immediately 
after the return to the government of Ben Gurinn. 
as a dear indication that the war party was in the 
ascendant again in Israel and would shortly embark 
on a new military adventure. To forestaJI this, the 
Americans were anxious to obtain from Israel an 
undertaking not to try to extend their borders by 
force, in exchange for which the United States 
would guarantee the security of Israel against any 
attack by tbe Arabs. 

Tbe Israelis unhesitatingly rejected the offer -> 
not even Sharett dissenting — for reasons which 
were frankly stated by Dayan at a meeting on >lay 
26 to wfaidh Sharett summoned the Israeli ambas- 
sadors to Washington, London and Paris. This is 
bow- Sharett summarized Dayan's arguments in his 
diary that evening: 

‘ ‘We do not need a security pact wiA Ae U.S: 
such a pact will only be a handicap for us. In reaUty, 
we face no danger at all from Ac Arabs ’ mifttary 
power ... On Ae oAer hand, Ae ‘ ‘reprisal ' ' 
aedoRS are vUai to us. Above all, Aey enable us to 
maintma a high degree <f tension among our pigfuta - 
dan and hi Ae army. WfAoett Aese aedoas we would 
ceasetoheafrgMngrm&ou.Aesetders woaldstartto 
leave Ae setdements. We must tdi Aese settlers Aat 
Ae US. and Britan want to take Ae Negev from lu. It 
is essential to eondnee ouryour^ peoptc Aat ire are in 
darker. ’ 

The argument was a cynical one and Sharett, 
consdous that he was losing control of events, was 
uneasily aware of where all this was leading. His 
diary continues: 

* ‘The impiieadons <f Dayan 's words art dear: 
this statehnsno iatemadoaal (AUgadons .. Acre eon 
be no guesdon of peace. Israel must plot its course 
narrovdy and live by Ae sward. It must see Ae sword 
as Ae prindpal only men.ts of mdnteinfng its 
morab. To Ais end tt may — no, it must — invent 
diuigm vfhidt do not edst, and to do Ais it nuist 
adapt Ae taedes of provocation and revenge. A hove dl 
- we musthigrefora new war mA AeArab countries, 
so Aat at l^st we can get Ae space we need. (D^an 
reminded ns Aat B.G. (Ben Gurion) kims^ has said 
it would be worA our while to pay an Arab a adSon 
pounds to start a war wiA us:) ' 

Ben Gurion and Dayan were to have their war in 
the foUowing year, when the problem of how to get 
it started was simplified for them by the Suez crisis. 
For them, Nassefs quarrel with the West over the 
Suez Canal was a godsend. ,Wi til tbe Gaza raid, they 
bad already plotted Israefs course toward war with 
EgypL AU that was lacking was a pretext; and in the 
muddy waters surrounding (he Suez crisis they were 
able to find one.

JEOOAH, — A woman whose hobby 
nulled in die flrsi comprehensive analysis of 
cdu jewellery of the Aral»an Penin^a is 
bout in produce another book. Hiis time the 
' ubject will be costumes and in ibe words of 
he author. Heather Ross, the story of cos- 
uincs'^is just as cxdting as that of jewellery.'* 
\iiss Ross studied, wrote and also did much 
if the photography for her “Bedouin Jcwcl- 
in Saudi Arabia" which was published in 
978. Tt is a tidily presented volume of 128 
sages uith over .10 color plates of bedu Jewel- 
:ry. all from ihe-authnr's outi collection. It 
Iso includes a number tif skctdics of early 
edu life and customs. Throughout, the lllusi- 
ations arc accompanied by a detailed text 
xplaining the historicu] and ocher influences 
.'hich resulted in the particular designs of the 
.'wcUcr)' and why they cimc into existence. 

Just us the book grew out of what originally 
.■as a “housewife's hubby", vliss Ross's new 
.ork is an extension of her love for and fasd> 
ation uith Utc an and tradition of the Ara- 
tan Peninsub. 

“Thesiory of costumes is just as exciting as 
he jewellery because the peopic of the Ara- 
liun Peninsula were such traditionalists." 
ays Miss Ross. " The true Arabs came hxim 
he Arabian Peninsula. With conquests and 
raJe the language and religion spread, but 
he true Arabs remained those of the Penin* 
ub. particulaily those of the Najd." 

' Ihe .Sejd is my real interest. That's where 
ou hear the purest Arabic spoken, that's 
■here the true Arabian horse came from. 


that's where, the purest expresaon of all 
thiqgs comes Etoitl It's like that untb the 
jewellery and it's the same with the cos- 
tumes." 

Ross has completed her study for the 
book, which she thinks will probably be cal-. 
led" rraditional Costumes of Arabia," and is 
now pr^aring the text and photogr^hs from 
which sketches will be taken, fhere is no set 
publication date althou^ it is hoped it may 
be out by die end of the year. Ihe project 
took her to all comers of the Peninsula, all 
ariMindthe vlidcUe East and even as farafield 
as London. 

" flic book cover the' history of the 
costumes of the people of this regjon,*' says 
vGss Ross. "It cover men. women and 
children. To me the costumes are definitely 
an art and inuefa more personal dian jewel- 
lery, A sUversmith always made the jewel- 
lery. The costumes were generally made by 
the people the.nselves." 

vliss Ross sees the costumes as both practi- 
cal and b^uiiful. She also traces how outside 
influences, sud as Uiose whidi followed with 
die trade route, shaped the costumes and 
how,, in their mm, the costumes of Arabia 
influenced the ooiside world, 

lUe'stylc of Nothing which* dtS'elop^'b'n ' 
the Pcnin^la reflected both die dimate and 
lifestyle of the region," says Miss Riss." but it 
also sho'vs the influence of the trade routes. 

" The people were very fond of layering 
clothes and the number of layers was usually 
determined by wealth. One of the layers >vas 
likely to be trousers and these were brought 
in along the trade routes from the nomadic 


tribes of Central Asia.*' Another interesting 
point is that the people didn't have much 
fumitare, such as chairs, so «4ien they 
relaxed they either reclined or sat tailor fash- 
ion. The dothes reflect this by being gar- 
ments whidi usually drop grace^y froin the 
shoulders and radiate out 

"Also, in the mountain r^ons the caftans 
were more indmed to have narrow sleeves 
while b the desert or hotter areas the cafans 
grew wide, and had much broader sleeves to 
let in the breeze."' 

.vfiss Ross says it is this caftan style, or 
tbobe. which has been the Peninsula's gift to 
the world. "It originated in die Middle East 
and today it is worn world wide," she sa^. 

.\Gss Ross, who lives in Riyadh and has 
lived in ^udi Arabia for Over 22 years, 
recalls titat her interest in local jewellery and 
costumes started as a hobby but now almost 
fOls her life. As an area of study it has been 
rich and rewariGng. *' Those aspects of the art 
of the Peninsula have been ignored by history 
books " she says, *' mainly because h was so 
inaccessible. In one book on cosnimes of the 
woiid the Peninsula is ignored and even the 
British .Museum's publication "Jewellery 
Through 7000 Vears" has no mention of the 
Peitinsola. Y’etittsthissameisoladonswhidi- 
iiiasicept be art so pure." • ■ 

Those inceresced in the act and craft of the 
regjon are eagerly awaiting the publication of 
the new book and describe her researcb and 
documentation work as invaluable. Miss 
Ross says her work is important in tbat it is a 
document of the faerita^ of the Peninsula.

The Separatist Group 
ETA hes claimed responsibiUiy for 18 of the 
killings and ultra-nghdsis opposed to any 
form of decentralization have been respons- 
ible for most of the others.

He said he has told the rdiigees it may be 
their du^ to their country to return to help 
rebuild it when the government becomes 
stable. But he adds that be has now come to 
the view diat ’'that is their choice,*' and that 
his role is siix^ly "to facilitate their freedom 
of dioice.” 

He concedes the difficulty of finding a solu- 
tion to what is “basically an onsatisfactoiy 
atoation,’' with dose to 145,000 refugees in 
camps inade IbaQand. 

So far. Western natioiis are taking only a 
trickle of the Cambodian rel^ees for reset- 
tlement. The prospects of their moving wil- 
lingly in the other direction, back to their 
war-tom and fosod-sbon country, also remain 
slim. 

Only 40 to 80 refugees a week are being 
moved out of iChaol Dang for resettlement in 
the West, and these are restricted to tiiose 
with immediate family already in Western 
countries. 

Like otirers who have- worked widi the 
Cambodians at Khao 1 Dang, Brown is 
iciqrressed with their abilities a^ their grace 
in a humiliating atuation.

BREST, France, March 9 (R) — Tugs 
have taken in tow the ml-filled stem section 
of a 18,00(^ion tanker redudng the danger of 
another major oil' pollution dis9ster on the 
north Britaony coast. 

The Mada^car-registered tanker Tamo 
was carrying 26,000 tons of refined fuel from 
Wilhelmshaven, West Germany, to CSvita 
Vecchia, Italy, when it broke in two in a gale 
off the channel island of Batz Friday. The 
bow sank Friday m'ght, taking with it 10,000 
tons of oil. 

Helicopters rescued 31 members of the 
crew. Four bodies were recovered and four 
men are still missing. 

Officials estimated that about 2,000 to 
3.000 tons of oil were spilled but heavy seas 
dispersed the oU slick during the night. They 
had said the slick at one time spread over two 
miles of ocean. 

The stem cornaimag some 13,000 tons of 
oil, was being towed towards the coast Satur- 
day ni^t after frogmen lowered from a 
belioqpter fixed cables to the bull.

WASHING rON, .\larch 9 ( UPI) - Presi- 
deni Jimmy Carter believes balancing the 
federal budget will psydiologicallv benefit an 
inBatian-scared nation, and he sent top 
economic advisers to Capitol Hill Saturday to 
discuss where spending cuts can be made. 

Carter also is willing tn see the unemploy- 
ment mils rise somewhat to help bring down 
inflation, ii was learned. 

Sen. Edward Kennedy, who is challenging 
Carter for the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation, has charged the administration's 
budget-cutting efforts will reduce inflation 
just a fraction of 1 per cent and will abolish 
lOO.UUOjobs. '• 

But key segments of the public have grown 
so worried about inflation that Carter took 
the unusual step of sending all his top 
economic advisers to Capitol Hill this past 
week to discuss spending cuts with Democra- 
tic Congressional leaders. 

One of those attending the Saturday ses- 
sion was Senate Democratic leader Robert 
BvTd. He said efforts to cut the fiscal 1981 
budget — for the year that begins in October 
— niay also lead to cuts in the remaining six 
months of this fiscal year. 

Byrd said the“unique" think-tank sessions 
would continue all wvekend. ITie goal; reach 
general agrceinem on an inflation control 
program. 

“The final decisions will be left to the 
(House and Senate) budget coimnitees them- 
selves,” he said, adding that the Democrats 
also will consult with Republicans some- 
where along the line. 

' Among those at Saturday's session were 
Treasury Secretary G. William .vliller, 
Budget Director James .vlclntyre. chief 
domestic adviser Stuart Eizenstat and 
Charles Schultze, chairman of the Council of 
Econoiiiie Advisers. 

The president's views were given to repor- 
ters at the W'hite House Saturday on condi- 
tion the person speaking not be ideniifled or 
quoted directly. 

It was learned that Carter believes balanc- 


ing the budget would have no immediate 
impact other than showing the woild <— and 
the American public — that inflation is his 
No. l domestic priority. 

He feels a balanced budget would have a 
psychological benefit the federal govem- 
ment setting an example of restraint and sac- 
rifice. 

While be is willing to see unemplc^ment 
rise to combat inflation, Carter is not ready to 
project how many may go jobless as a result 
of tadget cutting. 

Unemployment has been around the 6 per 
cent mark for the past year, while inflation 
has surpassed 13 per cent 

Although no details of the planned budget 
revisions have been made public yet, assistant 
Democratic leader Alan Cranston said ear- 
lier this week he expects the package to 
include not only a balanced budget for fiscal 
1 98 1 but also some coutrols aimed at credit 
card eligibility, eneigy conservation and, 
eventually, a tax cut to stimulate investmenL 

Washington's newest effort to deal with 
inflation has been spurred by a steady stream 
of news indicating the American economy is 
in trouble. 

On Friday, the Labor Department 
announced that producer prices — for goods 
to be sold to ret^ers — had jumped 1 .5 per 
cent in February, whidi would mean a com- 
pound annual rate of almost 20 per cent. 

On Tuesday, Alice Rivlin, director of the 
Congressional Budget Office, told the Senate 
Budget Committee inflation will average 
between 10.6 per cent and 12.6 per cent this 
year — higher than had been expected in 
January. 

Rivlin also said the government is spending 
money faster than expected diis year and, if it 
continues, the fiscal 1980 budget deficit will 
beS42 billion instead of$ 29.8 billiou. Spend- 
ing in 1981 also will be significantly higher 
than the president's budget projects because 
of inflation, she said.

DUBAI, .\4aich 9 (R) — The Dubai gov- 
ernment is negotiating to take over the 
remaining foreign stake in its $13 billion 
aluminum smelter and assodater desalina- 
tion plant, informed sources said Saturday. 

The government already has an 80 per cent 
share in Dubai Aluminium (Oubal) and a 
quarter share in Alusmelter holdings, which 
owns the rest of Dubai. 

But 75 per cent of Alusmelter is held by 
Alcan UlC and the Southwire Company erf 
Georgia, which contracted sq>arately to buy 
80 per cent of the metal produced by the 
smelter, and it is this share Ae government is 
plamung to acquire. 

The contracts dgned by Alcan and South- 
wire to buy the aluminium are now also being 
renegotiated. Ihey were signed when the 
project was in its early stages and it was esti- 
mated that the world price of ahiminium in 
1980 would be about 60 cents a pound ^1 3 a 
kilo). 

But in February this year it had risen to 
nearly a dollar a pound ($23 a Idlo) and 
demand is etqxcted to grow fiister than sup- 
ply, keeping pressure on prices to rise further. 

Both the government take-over and the 
contract renegotiations could be oooqilete by 
the middle of the year, the sources said. 

The sources said the takeover was not 
expected to affect OubaTs future finaadng as 
Alcan and Soutiiwire had not guaranteed any 
of the loans raised for the massive project. 
The capital was raised entirely by Oubal and 
the Dubai govemmenL' 

The two foreign companies had paid a rela- 
tively small amount for tiieir share in the 
project, the sources said.

The other was the tough attitude Japanese - 
yards took toward all tot the most credit-' 
worthy of Greek shipping companies due to - 
payment and delivery problems they ran into 
with a number of Greek dients during tte’- 
1 974 dripping crisis.

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South Africa calls 

multi-racial talks 


CAPE TOWN, .vfarcfa 9 (Agencies) — 
Prime Minister Keter Botha has called for a 
multi-rada] national conference to discuss 
South Africa' s future following the election 
victory in Rhodesia of nationalist leader 
Robert Mugabe. 

His call Saturday for a conference includ- 
ing representatives of all races came after 
much heart-seardiing among South Africans 
over the implications of Mugabe's landslide 
election. 

The highly conservative Afrikaans Press 
joined other newspapers in advising the gov- 
ernment to consult radical black leaders to 
avoid black nationalist armed struggle in 
white-ruled South Africa. 

“ Either we solve our problems on a basis of 
understanding and a Christian approach or 
we go under,'* Botha told Cape Province par- 
liamentarians and organizers from the ruling 
national party. 

The government, he said, envisaged a con- 
ference in which all races “will deliberate 
about matters affecting South Africa, with 
the preservation of their identities." 

Botha reiterated his warning to .Mugabe 
that South Africa would not tolerate interfer- 
ence in its domestic affairs. " While we did not 
dioose their government for them, we will 
also not allow them to dioose a government 
for us," he said of Rhodesia. 

He said .Mugabe's victory had changed the 
strategic position of South Africa, wfaidi was 
a firtp ally of white-ruled Rhodesia. 

Cooperation with South Africa's neighbors 
would be extended where po^ble, but sub- 
ject to the prindple of non-interference in 
each other’s domestic affairs. -a 

Botha also said: "Should South Africa 
come into confrontation with Communism, 
the West would not help us." Britain and 
Europe were not in a position to do so and the 
United States did not want to, he said. 

"We must accept these facts. In America 
there is a school of thouj^t that a black gov- 
ernment in South Africa is a bener one than a 
stubborn white government," he said. 

In a speech in which he appeared to reaf- 
firrD his intention to soften but not eliminate 
the apartheid policy of racial separation, the 
prime miruster said the government did not 
believe in one-man one-vote for South 
Africa. 

Hiis would not guarantee the rights of 
minority groups and would lead to confronta- 
tion. power struggles and eventual dictator- 


ship, he said. 

Botha said some people in South Africa 
feared the country was headed for violent 
interna] confrontation. “Violence and 
revolution have never served anybody," he 
said. “I pledge myself to prevent violence. I 
and my government will strive for a non- 
violent South Africa." 

He said diCTerenl population groups in 
South Africa could not uish each other away 
and would have to have consideration for one 
another. 

.Meanwhile, .Mugabe extended an olive 
branch to South Africa Saturday, according 
to reports in Johannesburg Sunday newspap- 
ers. 

.vfugabe again spelled out a conciliatory 
poli^ in an interview in Salisbury with South 
African journalists. He reiterated his plectra 
made last week after the announcement of his 
landslide victory in the country’s first inde- 
pendence elections. 

The former guerrilla said he was deter- 
mined to maintain good relations between 
Rhodesia and South Africa despite policy dif- 
ferences, and he rejected the concept of 
military assistance or facilities for black 
nationalists wishing to use Rhodesia as a base 
to fight South Africa's apartheid, or race seg- 
regation policies. 

He said he wanted to "deepen and 
expand" trade relations, and he left the door 
open on the establishmem of diplomatic ties 
between Zimbabwe, the name for an inde- 
pendent black-ruled Rhod^a, and South 
Africa. 

"It is better to leave matters open than to 
shut doors at this time," he said, according to 
the Sunday Times. 

At the same time, Mugabe: 

— Did not exclude the possibility of lnee^ 
ing with Botha for face-to-face talks on rela- 
tions between the two countries 

— Stated he wanted South Africa as a 
good neighbor in "a spirit of mutual recogni- 
tion" 

— Said Souifa African tourists were wel- 
come to visit Rhodesia, and would get visas 
easily 

— Left the door open on sporting ties with 
South Africa. 

— • Acknowledged that Botha’s proposed 
constellation of southern African states was a 
long-term possibility "dependent on change 
in ^uth Africa." 

.Mugabe said South Africa had lessons to 
learn from Zimbabwe. 


U.S. expresses satisfaction 
with Colombia negotiations 


BOGOTA, .N4arch 9 (R) — The United 
States has said it is satisfied with the progress 
of negotiations between the Colombian 
authorities and guerrillas holding more than 
30 hostages inside the Dominican Republic's 
embassy in Bogota. 

In a press statement Saturday, the U.S. 
embassy said that only the Colombiaa gov- 
ernment should manage the situation, adding 
that the United States opposed any alterna- 
tive means of negotiating with the guerrillas. 

Foreign ministry officials and a woman 
representative of the ".M-19* guerrillas who 
stormed the embassy on Feb. 27 have had 
three rounds of talks on the fate of the hos- 
tages, . induding U.S. Amba^ador Diego 
Asendo and 1 1 other ambassadors. 

They held their last meeting Friday and an 
offidal communique said they would meet 
again next week. 

The guerrillas are demanding the release of 
311 pr^tical' prisoners, a ransom of $50 mil- 
lion the withdrawal of troops surrounding the 


embassy and direct talks with the authorities. 

They have released 24 hostages since they 
shot their way into the embassy and have^said 
their demands, except the release of the pris- 
oners. were negotiable. 

No details have been released on the talks 
so far. 

President Julio Cesar rurbay Ayala has 
appealed to the Colombian electorate, who 
were to choose new munidpal councillors 
and departmental (ptovindal) legislatures 
Sunday, to demonstrate their faith in the 
country and democracy by coming out -in 
forced , 

"1 do not have the sl^test doubt that the 
Colombian people will give a categoric reply 
by their votes to those who vainly hope that 
they can destroy our institutions by the use of 
terrorism." Turbay Ayala said. 

The Colombian voters have shown apathy 
in the past during both munidpal and general 
elections, which are usually dominated by the 
traditional liberal and conservative parties.

Reagan captures Carolina 


COLUMBIA, South Carolina, .March 9 
(AP) — Ronald Reagan swept to runaway 
victory in South Carolina's Republican presi- 
dential primary Saturday, brushing aside a 
dc^ed challenge from John Connally. He 
said be was "cautiously ecstatic" with his 
soutiiem triumph as the region became the 
focus of the Republican campaign. 

Reagan ran strongly, taking 54 per cent of 
the vote to 30 per cent for Connally. George 
Bush was a distant third with 15 per cent. 

Connally said he was returning to his home 
in Houston. Texas, and would reassess his 
campaign on Sunday. 

In victoiy. the former CaUfornia governor 
won all of South Carolina's 2S delegates to 
the Republican national convention in July 
and he will take predous momentum into 
Tuesday's primaiy voting in Alabama, 
Florida and Georgia. 

"I had been telling you that I have been 
cautiously optimistic," Reagan told reporters 
late Satu^ay. “ Now F m cautiously ecstatic." 

At a fundraiser in .\tiami Beach, Reagan 
added, "It’s a long reach" for Bush to regain 
tile momentum be established in January’s 
Iowa caucuses. 

Connally had counted on South Carolina 
to get his campaign off the ground. The 
former Texas governor spent more than 
$300,000 here. 

"I am disappointed we didn't win," Con- 
nally said late ^turday. “ We just didn’t over- 
take ±e champ." Asked if. he might drop 
from the race, Connally commented: “I will 
reassess things tomorrow. Tbaf s all I can say 
now," 

Bush discounted bis poor South Carolina 
showing, saying *’l spent only 2^2 days and 
much less money" in'tbe state than his rivals. 
Like Reagan, he was already campaigning in 
Florida on Saturday. 

An Associated Press National Broadcast- 
ii^ Company poll of Saturday's voters 


showed that South Carolinians were an 
extremely conservative group and that Con- 
nally could not dent their loyality to Reagan. 
Bu^ failed even to get mudi support from 
the state's liberal and moderate R^ublicans. 

Whb all the Republican vote counted, it 
was: 

Reagan — 77,854 votes, or 54 per cenL 

Connally — 43,040, or 30 per cenL 

Bush » 21,458. or IS i^r cent. 

A handful of other candidates claimed the 
remainder of the vote. 

Capturing all the state's nominating dele- 
gates, Reagan ran his national total to 62. 
Bush has 36 delegates, Representative John 
Anderson of lUinois, who was not on the 
South Carolina ballot, has 19 and Connally 
has 1. At least 998 dele^tes are needed to 
win the presidential nomination. 

A poll published in Sunday editions of the 
.urisifu Herald ^owed Reagan leading Bush, 
a former CXA director, by 42 per cent to 26 
per cent among Florida Republicans. Other 
candidates got lesser support and 19 per cent 
of the voters were undecided. The poll, taken 
in the last few days, indicated that President 
Jimmy Carter was prefened over Sen. 
Edward Kennedy by 66 per cent to 13 per 
cent. 

South Carolina's first-ever Rqniblican 
primaiy signalled the campaign's tittift from 
the nowcast to below the .Masour Dixon line. 
As South Carolina Republicans went to the 
polls, Reagan and Connally were already in 
Florida seeking votes in Tuesday's primaiy 
contests. 

Also on the ballot were Senator Howard 
Baker of Tennessee, who has withdrawn 
from the presidential race. Senator Bob Dole 
of Kansas, who has stopped canqiaignuig 
actively, Benjamin Fernandez, Harold Stas- 
sen and Nick Belluso. 

Baker had 753 votes. Dole had 120. Fer- 
nandez 183. Stassen 145 and BeQuso 63. 


Tito’s condition called ‘very grave’ 


BELGRADE. .March 9 (AP) — Doctors 
of President Josip Broz Tito said Sunday his 
condition had grown very grave, with 
increased bleeding and continued heart 
weakness. 

Ihe midday bulletin was the most pessimis- 
tic description of Tito's condition since F^. 
13 and ended six days of apparent stabiliza- 
tion. 

"The general state of health of President of 
the Republic Josip Broz Tito is very grave, '' 
the dotors said.

A general Urend to qjontaneous 
bleeding is more marked. Heart weakness 


continues to be presenL''

Militants keep hostages 


TEHR>^, March 9, (AP) — Militants 
hfiMing the U.S. erabas^ said Sunday they 
are not yet ready to hand over their American 
captives to the Iranian Foreign Ministry', and 
the timing of sudi a transfer will be 
announced later. 

“Co'nditions have changed and the hos- 
tages will be handed over to the Revolutio- 
nary Coundl at another time which will be 
announced in the future," said a statement 
issued by the militants. 

Their announcement contradicted one 
they issued only a few hours earlier. It did not 
eleborate on the purported change of condi- 
tions, but it indicated the militants are pre- 
pared to defy the nation's ruling Re^'olutio- 
nary Cound), at least for the moment. 

After SatUKlay's planned transfer of the 
hostages to government control fell through, 
the coundl issued an order demanding that 
the militants surrender the hostages, now in 
their 1 27th day of captivity, or allow them to 
be interviewed by a visiting U.N. commis- 
sion. 

In their earlier statement; the militants had 
said they were prepared to transfer custody of 
their apprendmately 50 American captives on 
Sunday, but they also said a meeting with the 
UJ^I. panel "is impossible and is to be 
r^arded as deviationist". 

The militants have strongly opp>osed coun- 
cil orders for a meeting b^etween die U.N. 
commission and the hostages. 

The militants left no indication what the 
next step might be in the contest of wills 
between they and the government. 

Government spokesmen were not 
immediately available for comment .on the 


militants' latest statement and it was not 
known how long authorities would alien 
them to put off a response to the govern- 
ment's demands. 

The five-man U.N. commission, whidi 
went to Iran two weeks ago to study Iranias 
grievances against the former Shah, has been 
marking time for several days waiting fora 
meeting with the Americans. 

The commission was meeting in a FchiaQ 
hotel Sunday to decide on its next step. The 

f tanel of ]aw^‘e^s also was scheduled to mee 
ater in the day with Foreign .vlinister Sadei 
Ghoibzadeh. 

.An arrangement to transfer the hostage 
out of the embassy compound fell ihrou^ 
Saturday when the militants ohjected ti 
Ghotbzadeh acting on behalf of the govern 
ment. They charged he lied to them in sa>lD 
that Ayatollah Khomeini. Iran's revolutk 
nary leader, had approved the transfer. 

'^e Revolutionary Coundl later deride 
that if the militants agreed to hand over if 
hostages the foreign ministry would lal 
charge of them. 

Cound] ^okesman Hassan Habibi to 
reporters after a coundl meeting Saturd 
nighr that the ruling body agreed the be 
place for the hostages was inside theembas; 
But if the militants continued to oppose d 
meeting between the U.N. Commission a 
the hostages then the coundl would ta 
responsibility for the Americans. 

The government has made it cle 
throughout that the fate of the America 
will be dedded by the new .viajlis. or part 
ment, not expected to convene for anotfa 
month. Khomeini earlier issued a ruling 
that effect. 


Iranians stick to hot sugar water 


MONROE, Louisiana, .March 9 (AP) 
— Forty-eight Iranian protesters arrested 
vriiile trying to break up a speech by Iran's 
former ambassador to the united Nations 
were in the third day of a hunger strike in 
Ae .Monroe dty jail Sunday. 

The demonstrators have refused to eat 
anything or drink anything other than hoc 
sugar water, said Capt. S^ey Jones, the 
weekend supervisor at the jaQ. 

He said the protestecs, most of vMiom 
refused to identify themselves, are orderly 
and are being checked by doctors. . 

Three of the students ^nted and were 
hoi^talized for abont an hour Saturday 
before being returned to jafl. 

“There isn't anything really wrong with 
them," Monroe police Sgt P. Taylor said. 
"ThaFs what a diet of sugar water does for 
you." 

Police said they did not know if the stu- ' 
denis bad anything to eat or drink at E.A. 
Conway .Memorial Hospital. 

A student spokesman, .Mohammed 
,Mojahed, said the students had asked for 
tea, but police had only coffee or fruit 
pancii to offer.

Police Chief Willie Buffington said. "We 
don't have a spedaJ diet for anyone eke. 
and we're not going to get one for these 
peqple." 

The 48 were arrested at Northeast 
Louisiana University on Thursday dfiei 
they tried to break up a speech by Ferey- 
doun Hoveyda, Iran's U.N. ambassador 
during the reign of the forrher Shah. 

Hoveyda was pairing to about 40P 
students when the bedding began. His 
speech was stopped and the program can- 
celled. Only one injury was reported du^ 
ing the protest — a deputy who was bitten 
by his own police dog. auAorities said. 

University president Charles Vins 
said, "We are going to continue taking a 
hard line because the vast majority of 
these students were from other sdio^."
